Interim Senate Committees Get 
130 Measures for Investigation

Assemblyman, (!8th District
Legislative issues ol consid­ 

erable importance will be scru­ 
tinized by the 13 Senate fact- 
finding committees during the 
interim between now and the 
1963 general session. The Sen­ 
ate rules committee has releas­ 
ed a list of 130 measures which 
have been assigned to the var­ 
ious groups for study and re­ 
port during the period.

Heaviest workload was hand­ 
ed over to the judiciary com­ 
mittee, to which were sent 37 
measures of all kinds, bills, 
constitutional amendments and 
resolutions. T li e education

tippropriate $5 million to start 
a program of "self-help schol­ 
arships" for qualified high 
school students, under which 
they would be employed by 
the natural resources depart­ 
ment during their last two 
summer vacations, with part of 
their pay credited to a scholar­ 
ship fund for later use at col-

Third was reve-
nue and taxation, with 12. The 
business and commerce com­ 
mittee was fourth, with 11. 
Water resources was next, with 
8 measures.

ALL OF THE remaining 
sight committees were assign­ 
ed some measures to review. 
Agriculture, governmental ^d- 
ministration, labor and wel­ 
fare, natural resources, public 
health, and transportation are 
fields in which hearings on 
proposed measures will be 
icld.

In the Judiciary field the 
)llls with perhaps the widest 
nterest are those which would 

enact a new Uniform Commer­ 
cial Code, paralleling similar 
statutes of other states. Every 
person using commercial paper 
>f any kind would be affected 
lo a greater or lesser extent by 
:hese bills.

Another Important measure 
would give the judicial council 
power to make rules for pro- 
:edure in trial courts, under 
;he supervision of the Legisla- 
:ure. Two other measures of 
considerable interest would re­ 
quire the attorney-general to 
nvestigate and make public 

written reports on all cases in 
which a peace officer kills a 
jerson allegedly in line of 
luty,, or is accused of using 

unnecessary force in taking a 
person Into custody.
